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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon :— 


I herewith submit my first report as Supe mene 
of Schools in Mont Vernon. The schools opened with 
Louise Barrett in charge of the grammar room at the 
Center ; Alice Smith, primary room at the Center; Kath- 
erine McCoy, West school; and Beth Easter, East 
school. January 25, Miss Smith resigned and the two 


primary grades in her room were transferred to Miss | 


Barrett’s room. This gives Miss Barrett, with those 
already in her room, 17 pupils distributed in five differ- 
ent grades. Although this diminishes the time which 
can be given to each class, it is not an unusual situation 
in rural schools. When the number of different grades 
exceeds six I should recommend the employment of an 
additional teacher. 

About eight pupils in the Center remain at the school 
house during the noon hour. While there were two 
teachers, each remained in charge for half the noon re- 
cess. It is advisable to have someone in charge and 


either Miss Barrett would have to stay all the time or. 
some outside person engaged to take charge. I recom-' 


mend the latter course. 
A Consolidated School 


From an educational point of view it would be far 


better to instruct all the 27 pupils in Mont Vernon to- 


gether at the Center School, dividing them into two 


rooms. This would make the classes larger and thereby 


create more interest by providing more competition in _ 


school work. It is dull business for a live boy or girl 


to be the only one in a class or to be one, ‘at least, in a. 


very small class. It is helpful to hear others recite, to 
try to outstrip one’s classmates, and discuss the common 
work together. It is stimulating to a teacher to be able 
_ to call on other pupils when one fails. Games and other 
school activities are much more interesting and success- 
ful when larger number participate. Better equipment

and apparatus can be furnished pupils in a central 
school, whereas it would be expensive to equip several 
schools equally well. From a financial standpoint a cen- 
tral school requires only two teachers and saves the fuel 
for two buildings. To offset this saving would come 
transportation charges but these would not, probably, be 
as large as the expense of running the schools in the 
outer districts. On the other hand there are important 
considerations which may make it inadvisable to con- 
centrate the pupils in one ‘school. Chief among these 
are difficulties of transportation, inconvenience of par- 
ents and pupils, and a depressing effect upon property 
values in districts where schools are not maintained. The 
whole matter is just like any other human problems— 
there is something to be said on both sides. We must 


support the side which has the most advantages, realiz- 


ing that there will be disadvantages in any case. Cen- 
tral schools are maintained successfully in many towns. 
It is entirely possible to provide comfortable and ade- 
quate transportation which will satisfy parents quite as 
much as the maintenance of a rural school, to which 


_ children often have to walk a long way. 


Work of the Schools 


I find the work of the schools going well. ‘The teach- 
ers are faithful and zealous in performing their duties. 
Two are graduates of normal schools. Not all the pu- 
pils are up to the grades in which they are registered 
but we are attempting to have them make up their de- 
ficiencies. If they do not, they cannot be promoted at 
the end of the year. [ have given tests 1n arithmetic on 
the fundamentals whereby it can be seen just where each 
pupils is weak. I intend to give tests in other subjects 
also. This diagnosis reveals a pupil’s standing and 
shows where drill is needed. 


Change in Fiscal Year 


Laws of 1917, chapter 122, sections I-4. . 

Section 1.. The fiscal year of town and special 
school districts beginning February 16, 1917, shall end 
August 31, 1918, and thereafter the fiscal and scholastic 
year shall end August 31, annually.

Section 2. At its annual meeting holden in accor- — 
dance with the provisions of section 1, chapter go of the 
Public Statutes, such school districts shall raise and — 
appropriate money for the support of schools to be ex- 
pended during the fiscal year beginning September 1, 
next succeeding. ? 

Section 3. The selectmen shall pay over to the dis- 
trict treasurer, annually, on or before October 1, and 
monthly thereafter, such sums as the school board shall 
require for the maintenance of the schools. ie 

Section 4. Section 13 of chapter 92 of the Public — 
Statutes relating to reports of school boards to the state — 
_ superintendent, as amended by chapter 5 of the Laws of 
1903, is hereby repealed and in place shetegs there i is sub- 
stituted the following : 

Section 13. School boards shall, on or before the 
fifteenth day of September in each year, send to the 
superintendent of public instruction copies of their an-_ 
nual reports and answers to the questions proposed by 
him relating to the schools in their districts. : 

According to the above law it is necessary for school 
districts to raise enough money this March to Bae 
schools until August, 1919.

which is one-half the annual salary. In December i919 
another $200 will be received from the State. 
2. There are at present 4 pupils from Mont Vernon 
attending the Milford High School at $55 and 5 in Am- 
herst at $40. Possibly there will be 3 more 1918-1919. 
_. Amherst will probably increase its tuition. The tuition 
bill for the balance of the present school year will be 
$210. Re 1918- 1990 it will probably be about $600. 


Medical Inspection 


Laws of 1917, chapter 114. 

Section 1. The school board of every city, union, 
special or town school district, shall hereafter cause to 
be inserted in the warrant for the annual meeting of said 
district an article relating to the adoption of the provis- 
‘ions of chapter 83 of the Laws of 1913, providing for 
the medical inspection of schools, unless said district has 
_ already adopted the provisions of said chapter. 

In any town which adopts medical inspection the 
~ School Board appoints one or more physicians of not less 
_ than five years’ experience who shall at least once a year 
"examine every pupil and teacher and inspect the grounds 
and buildings. If any defects are found in a pupil, no- 


tice is sent to the parent or guardian, who is supposed to 


_ have the child treated by his regular physician. The 
_school physician does not supplant the regular family 
doctor. He merely notifies parents of defects which he 
observes; further action then rests with the parent. If 
a parent or guardian protests in writing against the ex- 
_ amination of his or her child, such child will not be ex- 
amined by the school physician unless afflicted with a 
contagious disease. 

The physical condition of each child is recorded, after 
the annual examination, on blank forms prepared by the 
State. Therefore at each examination it can readily be 
seen whether defects indicated by the previous examina- 
tion have been remedied or allowed to.grow worse. These 
records are accessible to proper persons at any time so 
that parents can have accurate information about the 
physical development of their children precisely as they 
receive information on report cards about the mental de- 
velopment. The examination by the school physician

often reveals troubles which were either unknown or 
only mildly suspected and accordingly neglected. It is 
far better to attend to defects in their incipient stages 
when a cure is surer, easier, and quicker. Very often a 
child’s slow progress in his lessons is due to some physi- 
cal ailment. The regular medical inspection discovers 
these cases and points out the remedy. The annual ex- 
amination includes tests of sight and hearing. 
Everyone interested in the welfare of children will 
readily appreciate the value of a system of thorough 
medical inspection. The expense is not large and is not 
to be considered in comparison to the benefits to the pu- 
pils. For the thirty pupils in Mont Vernon a charge per 
pupil of the cost of a regular doctor’s visit would not 
amount to a large sum. Until an agreement is actually 


made with some physicians it is difficult to state the ex-_ 


pense definitely but I recommend that a sum of fifty dol- 


lars be appropriated to carry out the provisions of the 


medical inspection act if the voters accept it. 
‘Superintendent’s Salary 


The addition of a fourth town to the supervisory dis- 
trict made it necessary to secure help in transacting the 
work of the superintendent’s office. Mrs. Ellen Gunni- 


son of Milford was engaged as secretary and her very © 


efficient service has made possible the transaction of a 
greater volume of business more expeditiously and suc- 
cessfully than could have been attended to by one person 
alone. She has had charge of correspondence, records, 
preparation and distribution of notices and supplies, 
ordering books and supplies and keeping accounts there- 
of, preparation of state and United States government 


reports, and Red Cross work in schools. There is the . 


additional advantage of having some person in the office 


all the time competent to deal with any matters that may 


come in. at
